In  Africa,  we  huve  two  Missioimries  and  live  native  assistants. 
'I'he  mission  here  is  tjn  un  J-ncouraging  foundation,  but  unulher  man  is 
needed  ul  once  in  the  field.  Will  tlie  t'liurches  furnish  the  money?  In 
I'liiuu,  we  have  three  mule  und  six  fenuile  Missionaries,  und  nineteen  nutive 
assistants.  Sfiuls  huve  been  converted,  and  good  been  done  l)r.  Vate.s 
writes;  ".May  the  Lord  (d  the  hurvi'st  add  and  multi])ly  his  blessings  and  send 
more  irrll  (jd'ilijiiil  laborers  into  his  vineyaril.  Oh,  tluil  Christians  at  liomo 
I'ould  feid  that  this  is  thtir  tforL,  und  we  are  their  messengers,  und  that  we 
all  are  co-woikers  with  i  hrist  for  the  extension  of  his  kingdom." 

In  Italy,  Uev.  (ioorge  H.  Taylor  is  doing  n  gruiul  work,  assisted  by  eight 
llnlian  evangelists.  Ten  stations  are  o<'cupii'd.  Thirty-two  have  been  ba)>- 
ti/ed  during  the  past  t  onventionul  year.  A  house  u(  worship  has  at  last  been 
purchased  m  Uome,  and  about  $l(l)0<l  are  needed  ut  once  to  complete  tlu^  ])uy- 
nienis  therefor.

"The  heuthen  converts  should  move  us  to  moro  self  denying  acts.  Tin* 
little  vhurch  ul  Lagos,  Africa,  has  given  this  yeur  for  missions,  over  $100. 
I'wo  feeble  Cliinese  Churches  of  .North  und  South  .\merii;a  hav«  contributed 
Home  $1(10.  I'he  nutive  t'hristiuns  of  Cliinu  huve  ruiseii  $11,000,  which  is  75 
cenlH  fill-  i-iijiitd.

1  Iw  Scrijjtuial  plan  oi  systiMmilic 
l)ei)cvolf ncc  may  liccomc  a  pructical  solution  of  ihf  ditliculty,  thmuj^li  tin'  uc 
live  uj^i-ncy  of  tin*  I'astors  of  (jur  » 'hurclics,  in  their  pulpit  ministrations,  lix 
in;,'  it  upon  the  consciencos  of  our  pi'ople,  not  as  a  matter  of  policy,  l)nt  of 
<"hriKtiun  duty.  The  pnyvisioiis  of  thnt  plan,  we  believe,  are  sulhcienl  to  meet 
all  the  domanils  cif  tin- (.'hurch.  What  we  need  specially  at  present,  is  not 
.so  much  lu  increiLse  the  ainounl  conlributeO  by  each  indivi<lual,  as  to  increase 
the  n  uiiifii  r  (if  rmid  ibiitorn. 

The  cause  of  .Missions  s(i  liumani- — mt  full  ol'  the  spirit  of  Christianity  — 
needs  no  argument  to  enforce  it;  but  it  dom  iu'<il  ':o  be  brought  continually  l>e 
fore  ihe  minds  of  our  |ie(jple.  To  do  this,  we  should  have,  at  least  occusional 
servi<'cs  in  our  Churches  for  the  sptvial  ccmsideratiuns  id'  missioiiM.  This 
should  claim  a  larj,'er  portion  of  our  sermons,  and  be  ofteiier  the  burden  ol 
our  pruyers  and  the  subject  of  our  jiraises.  Thus  the  conscii'in-e  ini>;ht  be 
aroused,  and  the  iieart  won.  tntil  the  I'astors  of  our  ("hurches,  moved  us  by 
n  comnnni  impulse  to  this  worit,  brin^^  up  the  uinny  to  the  hel])  of  the  J'l  ^c, 
our  -Missionary  lioar.Ls  wdl  I)-'  disirestcd  with  tinancial  embarrussiiieni,  ami 
the  cause. of  missions  languish. 

Another  helj)  to  the  end  which  we  are  aiming  at,  would  be  dowbtb-ss  to 
have  our  SabbatU  Scinx)!  !>iup<'rintendeiit.-.  and  teachers  imiiressel  with  the 
importani-i- of  training  the  little  ones  In  (jii'r,  and  teaching  them  early  in  lile 
to  deny  themselves  for  the  sake  of  others,  that  we  may  leave  behind  us  a 
generation  thai  shall  be  Alissionury  Ha|ilists  in  d 1  and  in  truth. 

Again,  it  is  l(j  be  hoped  tii.it  the  intlueni'e  and  capabilities  of  our  sister- 
lnKjd  for  u.sefiilness  arc  to  lie  made  more  uvailable  in  ilie  future  thun  may 
liuve  been  in  the  past.  It  is  to  be  regi'*''tfd  that  this  great  conservatory  of 
Hlrenglh  and  moral  force  has  not  been  s<Miner  brought  into  more  general  reipii- 
aititm.  We  l)elit»ve  that  with  projjer  oni'ourageim'iit,  upon  the  new  litdda  for 
female  usefulness,  that  our  advancing  ChristiHiiity  is  opening  up,  will  be  ex- 
p.-nded  with  these  latent  ein-rgies. 

Since  the  Southern  liuptiHl  ( 'onveiiiion  lias  suggested '«  plan  of  woiuhd'h 
Work,  and  since  tiie  lioards  of  tlie  t'onventioii  are  engaged  in  currying  out  that 
lilati,  we  urge  oui  < 'hurches  to  adopt  it,  and  re(pies(  the  Hoards  of  tlie  ("on- 
veiition  to  report  llie  results  of  these  agencies  and  elTorts,  witliiii  the  bounds 
i)f  the  State,

c-ise  of  ^'reat  sidf-denial  have  done  an  amount  of  work  that  the  pastor  ordiiiuri 
ly  knows  nothiiifr  of./  Itepiorin^r  the  inuctivity  tliul  chiiracteri/es  so  niHiiy  <d' 
our  t'hurchi's,  and  coVisiMpient  want  of  interest  in  our  denominational  enter 
prises,  our  .Missiomiries  were  Instructed  to  visit  the  Cliunlies,  and  aid  the 
piistors  in  stirring'  up  <Hir  people  to  j^'ieater  ililij^ence  in  the  thing's  of  t'hrisi. 
In  doin^,'  this,  they  have  heen  wcdl  rei'eived,  and  cordiully  welcomed  to  the 
(.'hurches  hy  the  pastors.  Seven  hnndreit  und  seventy  t'hurches  have  liecii 
visited  hy  them,  and  they  have  heen  enabled  in  many  cases  to  slren^,'lhen  the 
thinf,'s  that  remain,  und  thut  weie  ready  to  die.  Wherever  they  have  heen, 
they  have  inculcated  tlie  missionary  spirit,  und  us  u  conse(juence,  contrihulioiiH 
for  the  .Vlusler'M  cause  hiive  come  to  us  from  CliurcheM  heretofore  unuccnsiom 
od  to  give. 

As  a  prominent  feuturi;  of  our  work,  wliii-h  |)romises  hiessed  n-sult.s,  tlio 
Churches  urt-  encoura^'cd  to  nw-et  together  every  Lord's  <hiy  for  praver,  praise, 
und  the  stmly  of  (iod's  Word,  unti  it  must  he  hij^hly  ^jratifyin;?  to  the  Conveii 
tion  to  know,  thut  in  the  lields  in  whiiih  our  bri'lhreri  have  l»ecii  hiboriii|,',  one 
hundred  and  ninety-one  Churches  meet  at  their  respective  houses  of  worship 
every  Lord's  day. 

The  l^jard  is  jiow  operutiii>^  in  thirty-three  Associations,  and  is  reucliin>f 
out  in  its  work  to  a  destiUitlon  especially  on  our  Southern  honh-r,  ni-ver  before 
reuched  by  .XIabuma  Haptists.  Tlie  ;^(M)d  work  has  just  heen  bej^un.  A  ina

The  grami  valley  of  the  Tennessee  olTers  an  inviting  liehl  for  evangeli-lic 
labors.  .Vjraii,  and  again  have  calls  come  to  us  for  he!])  from  various  parts  of 
that  great  valley,  but  as  yet  they  are  unheeded  for  want  of  means.  Shall  they 
lall  in  vain','  Two  strong'  men  should  be  scut  ut  ome  to  that  valley.  An 
earnest  man  of  (Jo.l  could  be  i»njlilably  employed  in  building  up  the  inuny 
weak  Churches  in  towns  and  villages  on  our  railroad  lines.  More  uttention  iH 
demanded  to  central  points  in  our  mineral  rej:i<ins.  Seven  more  men  at  leu^;

If  the  Haptists  of  .\labamu 
would  have  their  ('olle^'e  maintain  the  hif,di  jwisition  ii  now  holds,  they  must 
give  it  tiieir  pntrona;,'e  and  inlluence.  \\  e  fear  that  the  importance  of  this 
course  is  not  HiitUciently  appn-ciated.  \N'e  would  not  insist  ii]kiii  this,  if  we 
were  not  convinied  that  as  much,  if  not  more,  in  u  thorou^di,  pnutiral  and 
useful  education,  ran  be  obtained  rtt  Iloward  t'olh^e  in  u  f;iven  length  of  time, 
and  all  things  considered  as  (rononiicHlly  hs  in  any  other  institution  of  the 
land.
